JAPAN. 
By the present mail we have no intelligence from Yokohama 
or Nagasaki of a later date than what appeared in our issue of 


the 12th instant. We have further news down to the 11th of 
December from 











HAKODADI. 

The Osborne and Dove leaving this evening or to-morrow 
morning, clear this harbour of foreiga shipping ;—the 
combu, or sea-weed season is finished, and Hakodadi will 
resolve itself into that usual winter state of tranquillity and con- 
gelation which may be daily exemplified by grouse, hares, and 
vension for the table, sleighing as amusement, and business at 
a standstill. To talk of sleighing, however, is rather premature, 
for with the exception ‘of the early part of November, the 
weather has been exceedingly mild, and we cannot say that 
winter has commenced. 

Exchange is as low as ever, dollars at the present being down 
to 210. We have bad a report that for the representatives of 
America and Portugal no more exchange will be received. 
Should this prove true, it is the step I advocated in my last 
letter, and one, without doubt, in the right direction. I reite- 
rate that so long as Consuls and other Government officers 
draw exchange from the Japanese Government, so long will the 
dollars rema in at depreciated value, and trade with Japan be 
rouffled, as it were, and prevented from gaining its full tone. 
A business, to be successful, should be superintended by per- 
sons interested in its success; but with trade in Japan the 
reverse is the rule, and the employes of foreign Governments 


‘RN, | are really interested against its furtherance. If Consuls find 


a difficulty in existing in Japan on their present small (?) sala- 
ries, let their salaries be increased when their exchange is 
stopped, but by all means let the present wholesale trading in 
coin by Government officers be put an end to. 

Wars and rumours of wars have no existence here, and we 
are as quiet—and likely to continuo so, I think—as if there 
was not the slightest hitch between our respective Governments 
and that of Japan. This has hitherto been a favourite winter- 
ing station of Russian vessels of war, but we have not seen one 
for a long time, although now their more northern ports must 
be closed. The question then is—where are the Russians, and 
why do they make themselves so scarce in these parts ? 


CHINA. 
. SHANGHAI. 

The dates are down the 9th January. The English’ mail of 
10th Nov., and French mail of 17th, had arrived out. The 
following is the position of the Anglo-Chinose force according 
to the Commercial Record :— 

At Soochow aud Quinsan matters have remained in s¢atu quo, 
if we except an additional little piece of outrage committed by 
the Futai on a French priest, who, under the authority of a 
pass from the Imperial Government of Peking, aud by permis- 
sion of the Mandarin then in charge of the city, entered ‘Soochow 
and took up his residence at the former property of the French 
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Roman Catholic Mission. The Futai on learning this ordered 
his removal, which was forcibly carried out, tho priest beaten 
and caused to kneel and made to undergo other indignities ; the 
matter is now in the hands of tho French Consular authorities. 

The Imperialists, under Ching snd Major Bayley, have 
taken Ping-wang after some sharp fighting, losing about 150 
men and inflicting a loss on the rebels of about 500, 
besides 300 prisoners subsequently slanghtered, together 
with one European imside the stockade, subsequent to 
the capture. The sum of 10,000 tacls, together with 
some other presents, were sent fromthe Imperial Government 
at Peking to Major Gordou, upon the bare news of the fall of 
Soochow reaching the seat of Government, and before the 
delicate position in which the gallant officer stood towards the 
Fatai was known in those quarters. This kumshaw reached 
the Major through the Futai, and was immediately rejected and 
returned as being altogether unacceptable. The rumour is 
that the Futai (who has received the yellow jacket of honour !) 
has written to humble himself to the Government and acknow- 
ledge that he was to blame in the matter of the Soochow 
butchery, praying that he may be punished accordingly ; should 
this prove true hoe will probably be degraded one week, to be 
reinstated with honour and promotion ; but such proceeding 
will not for a moment we hope be tolerated or acknowledged. 

The North China Herald says:— + 

The city of Soochow appears to be in a state of perfect 
tranquillity. For the services rendered by the Futai (7) in the 
capture of the place, the Emperor has been pleased to elevate 
him to the rank of Kung-paou, a distinction which gives the 
recipient the privilege of wearing yeliow robes when in the 
Emperor’s presence. The following ordinances issued by the 
throne will exhibit clearly the light in which the respective 
services of the Futai and of Gordon have been represented by 
the former. 

On December 24, 1863, the following decree was issued to 
the Inner Council :-— 

“Li memorialises announcing that, having led his forces 
to the attack of Soochow, he has retaken the city. The perusal 
of his report has afforded us joy and satisfaction indeed. Gor- 
don, as a tsung ping of the province of Kiang-soot in command 
of his auxiliary force, has displayed thorough strategy and 
skill, and has put forth most distinguished exertions, We 
ordain that a medal of distinction of the highest class be 
conferred upon him, and, further, that he receive a donation 
of ten thousand taels in token of our approbation. Respect 
this!” 

On the same day was issued the following private decree of 
approval to Gordon for the great bravery and exertions (which 
attended) the recapture of Soochow. The donation of ten thou- 
sand taels is to be provided and sent to him by Li. “ Foreign 
nations ‘already possess orders of merit under the name of 
‘atars ;’ let therefore the decoration of the first class which we 
have conferred upon Gordon be arranged in accordance with 
this system, Respect this.” 

The “kumshaw” of ten thousand taels mentioned above 
‘Was accordingly prepared and offered for Gordon’s acceptance, 
but was by him indignantly refused. The events which suc. 
ceeded the surrender of the city scem to have disgusted Gordon 
with the Chinese service, and to have had the effect of making 
him regard a Chinese distinction as a degradation.—[Quite 
proper too.—Ep. L. é C. f.] 

We have been informed that for the services which the Futai 
has represented himself to have rendered the Imperial cause in 
the province of Kiang-su, he has been promoted to the yellow 
jacket. This distinction (the Huang Ma Kuu) raises the re- 
cipient over the heads of all other mandarins, and expresses in 
the most unmistakable manner the approval of the Emperor. 
It does not, however, interfere with his subservience to the 
Governor-general Tsung Kun-fan, and he will, therefore, in all 
Probability continue to act as Futai in this province. 

The following notification was also issued by the Futai’s 
friends :— 

“On account of the floating rumours regarding the late affairs 
in Soochow, the undersigned have thought it best to publish 
this card and make known the real facts of the case. 

“The public ought to bear in mind that it was when Le 
Futai had invested the city and had captured in succession 
twenty-three stockades in front of Lowmun, that the hearts 
of the rebels first began to fail them, and that it was on the 
departure of Chung (Wang on the 23rd of 10th moon (De- 
cember 3rd) for Woochow, Ne Wang and others first gave 











intimation of surrender. Nov, if they sincerely wished to save 
their own lives, the question arises under what plea did they 
again collect an army and intrench themselves? Each of the 
five wangs and four headmen bad under him 20,000 or 30,000 
men, who continued to wear long hair, ata wore im possession 
of the three gates of the city. 

“On the 25th (December 5) Né Wang went out Mowang’s 
head. On thé 26th the Futai went to the stockade situated 
immediately without the wall, to receive the allegiance of the 
rebel wangs. The wangs and headmen, in all nine men came, 
but accompanied by @ large body of men fully armed, and 
whose appearance wore an air of fierceness. They demanded 
of the Futai the exclusive right to garrison the Soochow city, 
and sole power over theirown men. On the spot it would be 
dangerous for the Futai to refuse the demand, as well as im- 
possible to grant it. Accordingly the Fatai, having answered 
in a few words, left the stockade, and ordered the gates to be 
closed and the headmen seized and beheaded, - So ada 

“The remaining 20,000 or 30,000 rebels in the city, seeing 
their leaders killed, at once shaved their heads and tendered 
allegiance, willing to return to peaceful avocations, 

“Now, we fiud that Né Wang and the other wangs aud head- 
men, during the three years of their possession of Soo-chow, 
had committed incalculable evil, and the people they killed ex- 
ceeded myriads of souls. Their surrender was not made in 
good faith. If opportunity offered they would again raise the 
Taiping standard. 7 § = 

“Tf such men are not killed, though Soochow might be re- 
captured, the advantages resulting from the success would be 
less than what should be expected. 

“Rebels in other places have, on surrender, been spared, and 
even received into services of honour; why should these be 
singled out as objects of punishment? It was because the 
Futai found it impossible to tolerate their existence, and he 
deserves no censure for his course of action.

(HEFOO AND TIENTSIN. 

By the Island Queen from Chefoo we have the following items 
from Taku to the 14th Dec. The Mora Creina had left Taku 
on that day, having experienced great difficulty in getting over 
the bar. Cold weather had set in on the 10th. The Islan? 
Queen attempted to get over the bar, but was obliged to return 
to Chefoo, where she discharged her cargo, except the opium, 
which she brought back to Shanghai. At Chefoo the winter 
had set in severely, Snow eighteen inches deep, with high 
winds. Quotations at Chefoo (nominal)—Bean cake, taels 0.92 ; 
Peas (very scarce), tacls 4 to 4.3.; Opium (Malwa), tacls 53; 
Cotton (more plentiful), taels 18. Opium quotations for Tient- 
sin—Malwa, taels 630. 

‘The Chefoo mail will be forwarded via Tientsin, as junks re- 
fase to cross to Chefoo. No advices have been received from 
TSentsin of later date than the 9thf{Dec. 4 Ica was then setting 
in, and there was no trade doing except in opium, which had 
advanced taels °630, 

HANKOW. 

From this place, and the other “ports on the Yangtsze, we 
have so important advices, Our correspondents bewail the 
general dulness of trade induced by the approach of the Chinese 
‘New Year, but report no events of any interest, The river has 
fallen 20 considerably, that should it sink one foot further, 
steamers will be unable to pass Kiukiang. The shock of an 
earthquake was felt in Hankow on the 25th of December, aud 
the lives of 300 Chinese lost by the consequent falling of an 
embankment upon which they were at work, 

AMox. 
‘NINE PIRATICAL JUNES DESTROYED BY #.M.8, GUNBOAT “ HAUGHTY,” 

Piratical junks from Canton having for some time past com- 
mitted all sorts of depredations along the coast, the gnnboat 
Haughty went in pursuit, and on the 13th December four 
piratical junks were descried in Owick Bay ; two were captured 
and destroyed, the rest escaping. 

Subsequently @ piratical lorcha was seen in the Hatan-shan 
River, and attacked and burned by boats of the Haughty. On 
the 20th the Chinese authorities pointed out to the Commander 
two large junks which had been captured a few days before by 
the pirates, who had murdered most of the crews. The pirates 
had hastily abandoned the two junks on hearing from Swatow 
that the Haughty had been ordered to look out for them. A 
day or two afterwards, in front of the piratical village of Han- 
chow, three junks were shelled by the Haugity, and when de- 
serted by their crews two were destroyed and one retained as 


& prize. 

On the 3rd January, the mandarins requested the capture of 
a large suspicious-looking junk, which was sent in as a prize, to 
be disposed of by the proper authorities at Swatow On the 
same day, in Pinghai Bay, two more pirate junks were attacked 
by the Haughty. One was destroyed in the bay ; the other 
stood out to sea, firing with great precision into the Haughty, 
who gave chase, and destroyed the pirate after a most deter- 
mined resistance on the part of the crew, who lost between 20 
and 30 men killed and wounded, but a few escaping untouched 
by the fire of the Haughty, which?was hulled several times, had 
her rigging injured, and seven of her crew wounded. Amongst 
the latter, the second master is seriously hurt, and one of the 
crew has since died. 

The several junks thus destroyed between the middle of 
December and the 6th January are supposed to have been 
‘under the command of a European desperado,

struction of a city hall, it must be obvious to anyone that the 
public are uot adequately represented by that committee ; and, 
in order that they may be, I would recommend that a public 
mevting be called © fall intending subscribers, and that they 
choose both chairman and committee, in all thirteen, and that 
the choice be made as follows :— 

Ist. From British merchants and bankers, four members. 

2nd. From other foreign merchants, four members. 

Srd. From those engaged in trade, three members. 

4th. That the nautical community be represented by ono of our talented 
marine surveyors. 

5th, That only one legal gentleman be chosen to take care of the 

blic interests, as two would be quite enough to cause a commotion in 

yeaven iteelf. 

Here, sir, you would have thirteen gentlemen on the com- 
mittee who would fairly represent the public of Hong Kong, 
and as the building is intended for public convenience, and not 
for private interest, it is but reasonable that the great body of 
the public should have a voice in the management, 

I would suggest that any four of the committee may at any 
time call a public meeting, or grant permission for the use of 
the theatre ; and I would recommend no ono to subscribe who 
is not represented.

CosMoPOLITE. 
(To the Editor of the Evening Hail.) 
Hona Kone, 9th Jan., 1864. 

Sm,—Your issue of yesterday contains a letter signed “ Cos- 
mopolite,” in which objections are raised to tho present pro- 
visional committee for promoting the erection of a city hall— 
first, as numerically insufficient, and as failing adequately to 
represent the community of Hong Kong, and secondly, as being 
self-constituted. : 

‘The first objection is merely a matter of opinion, on which it 
does not become me to speak. The committce are, however, 
quite ready to act in concert with other foreign merchants, with 
those engaged in trade, and with a talented marine surveyor, 
if the public are of opinion that the progress of the undertaking 
will be thereby accelerated. 

The second objection involves a question of fact to which I 
can speak explicitly. A public meeting for the purpose of pro- 
moting the erection of a city hall was held in the Club House 
on the 8th October, 1861, at which Mr. Pollard, Mr. Owen, 
and myself were appointed a committee to obtain a site and 
collect funds, We had power given to us to add to our num- 
ber, which we have used by asgociating with ourselves a mer- 
chant, a banker, and a member of Government. The charge, 
therefore, against the committee of being sel¥-constituted is 
groundless, 

So soon as the site has been procured, the purpose for which 
the committee was appointed will havo been attained, and the 
whole question will then again be submitted to a general meet- 
ing—lI am, Sir, your obedient servant,

We omitted to notice in our last a daring attack made on 
Mr. Foster, surgeon of the Coguele, while returning from 
Government House, in the afternoon, at broad daylight. It is 
almost amusing, to see how clever these miscreants are in 
selecting an unwary victim, The rascals made clean off with 
his watch, chain, &, 

In our last issue we called attention to the supplies of coal 
t Labuan, and in another column will be found a report of the 
directors, which is confirmed by the arrival at Hong Kong of 
the steamer Stirling, from Labuan, with 1,000 tons for Go- 
vernment, 

Under the title of “Hong Kong Taxed in Downing-street,” 
the Mail puts forth 8 growl against the colony being taxed 
some £24,000 a-year for the building avd expeuses of the 
Mint, and for an annual contribution towards military protec- 
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tion. It is contended that the Mint ought to produce a hand- 
Bome annual revenue, probably £40,000 a-year, but of that sum 
it is not proposed that the colony shall touch a penny. It is 
agreed, moreover, that “it is a most unfair proceeding to make 
the Colonial Government of Hong Kong pay for all the mintage 
required for an enormous China trade, If the matter could 
be so modified as to give Hong Kong half the proceeds in case 
of success, the concern paying for its own premises, and the 
salaries of officers, then we might give the money for the original 
cost of the Mint, and guarantee the salaries for three years in case 
of failure. The £20,000 Ordinance should then stand over 
until the end of the three years, and its enactment should then 
depend upen the success of the Mint scheme. ‘This would bo 
in some measure fair; for supposing the coinage to yield 
£40,000 a year, half of that sum, at least, would be from 
sources unconnected with the trade of Hongkong, and could 
be allowed to go towards the maintenance of our arms in this 
part of the East.” [Probably this is the course that will 
be pursued. If the Mint is to be built, and all its expenses 
paid out of colonial funds, it is clear it must be treated as 
& Colonial concern—as part and parcel of the colony—and 
all the profits must go into the Colonial Treasury.—Ep. 
London and China Telegraph,} 

The local Government hava juat takan over tha waterworks 

fom the engineer who undertook to construct them, upwards 
of two years ago, Nothing has gone wrong during the course 
of these works beyond the falling in of an arch in one of the 
tanks, which was caused by the contractor removing the wooden 
supports from under it before the lime was dry, which he did, 
Chinaman-like, on his own responsibility, as he wished to use 
the eupports elsewhere, and wanted to save the expense of new 
ones. His mistake only cost him the trouble of rebuilding the 
wreck. 
Her Majesty’s Consul at Canton communicates that of the 
pirates charged with the destruction of the Parana and the 
mnurder of her crew, sixteen have been found guilty, and sen- 
tenced to be decapitated, their heads to be exposed near the 
place where the crime was committed; the remaining eight 
are to be flogged, and banished for a period of three years. 
All these twenty-four prisoners have been handed over to the 
Judicial Commissioner that their sentence may be executed. 
The twelve men sent from Hong Kong are still under exami- 
nation, 

‘We learn that a gentleman from Manila, whose name we 
know very well (says the Mail) was robbed of his watch and 
chain the other morning while walking along the Praya between 
Peddar's Wharf and Bosman’s. The depredation was com- 
mitted by two Chinamen, in broad daylight (8 a.m.), and as 
great resistance was offered, the gentleman in question is 
considerably injured. We may talk as wo please about doing 
without the military, but this island is an asylum for scoun- 
drels who want nothing but opportunity to raise a small 
Taeping rebellion in our midst. The police ate of no use, The 
last batch from Bombay are the worst of the lot. 

Miss Amelia Bailey has given her First Concert in the 
Exchange Rooms, Queen’s-road, where Mr, R. Sipp made his 
first appearance as a pisnoforte-player. Both vocalist and 
instrumental aro said to be the best ever heard in Hong Kong. 

CANTON, 

The following gossip from the city of Rams has been sent 
tous (China Mail) :— 

That respectable class of Chinese styled the literati give 
the subjoined as generally well authenticated :— 

‘The domestic quiet of the Governor of Canton has been sadly 
disturbed by a scene frequently enacted in most families of the 
many social grades in China, It appears that the Governor 
had a fair concubine presented to him by the celebrated and 
increasingly popular statesman, Tseng-kwo Fan; that she 
possessed attractions equalling those of his legal wife, and that 
he, to show his appreciation of her, gave her the use of his 
wife's chair with its eight bearers. But Mrs. Governor could 
not brook the insult, and her gentle ire influenced her hands, 
and other weapons, till the broken sedan, her old friend, was a 
proof of what is called the sweetness of revenge, But the 
husband was not to be outwitted, so he bought a new chair for 
his favourite, but this, jealousy or right destroyed. 

Upon the principle that the Emperor is the father of the 
people, and all his officers an adumbration of his pure rule, this 
family quarrel in high life was deemed a great disgrace, and, as 
is the rule, several high officers were called in to settle the dis- 
pute. But arguments availed not, persuasion was powerless, 
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and Mrs. Governor, to show her disgust of the whole, absconded, 
Hong Kong is the next place from which anything is heard of 
her, and the chagrined husband immedistely sends a letter of 
conciliation, but, before it reaches its destination, her ladyship 
has again taken flight ; one of the foreigner's fire steamers is 
steaming her away north, and soon her tale of grief will justify 
her unexpected appearance under the parental roof. This has 
its own 

On Tuesday evening last, an adroit plan to rob was as adroitly 
executed near the Great Peace Gate of Canton. It appears 
there is a long, very narrow passage-entrance to a bank called 
Sai Wing Hong, which is entered from one of the principal 
thoroughfares in that locality. On.the evening of the 31st, 
about dark, several men dressed as literati of the first rank 
called professedly to transact most important business. While 
the banker was absorbed in this supposed lucrative transaction, 
in came six or seven men dressed as pretending to ask 
for a little rice. Very little notice was taken of them, as is 
usual in Canton. Scon the moment came for action, and 
swords and daggers were produced and used. The panic that 
followed must be imagined. Suffice to say the literati om- 
braced this opportunity to transact their business, and oom- 
posedly walked out with more than a thousand dollars. No 
cue to the sharpers. 


JAVA. 
BATAVIA,

The British barque Dolphin, Withers, master, from Yoko» 
hama to London, put in lately at Anjer for a new fore-topmast, 
While there a portion of the crew mutinied. The captain ob- 
tained assistance from two vessels lying close by, and after a 
desperate struggle, in which pistols had to be resorted to, the 
mutineers were secured and placed in irons, The commandant 
of the fort arrived shortly after the men had been secured, and, 
at the request of the captain, took them on shore and placed 
them in confinement. ;,The master proceeded overland to 
Batavia, and made arrangements for engaging new hands. The 
delay caused by this disturbance on board is the more unfor- 
tunate, because beta to a large amount were laid on the Dol- 
phin’s arriving in Europe before another vessel (the Scawofell 
probably). 

A meeting of the British residents in Batavia was held on 
the 22nd of December, presided over by H. B. M. Consul. 
The proceedings consisted in the church committee handing 
in their report to the community, and it was gratifying to 
observe that, notwithstanding {the large number of subscribers 
who had either left the place or withdrawn their subscriptions, 
the funds were on the whole in a flourishing condition. 


STRAITS OF MALACCA, 
SINGAPORE, 

The London mail of the 10th of December reached Singa- 
poro on the evening of the 14th of January, and the Messa- 
geries mail, from London to the 17th, and Marseilles to the 
19th of December, arrived on the morning of the 20th of 
January. Colonel Freeth arrived from Ceylon by the Measa- 
geries steamer, and the business of the transfer commission will, 
it is expected, be got so speedily through, that Sir Hercules Ro- 
binson, who has now had a long stay here, proceeds to China im- 
mediately on the arrival of the next outward mail. There 
appears to be no doubt whatever that the transfer will take 
place, unless auy unforeseen obstacle should be thrown in the 
way by the Colonial or Indian Office. It has transpired that 
the present revenue, after deducting the entire expenses of 
Government, on the model suggested by Sir Hercules Robinson 
and Colonel Cavenagh, leaves a very substantial surplus. It is 
very creditable to our Governor, Cavenagh (says the Straits 
Times), that, though an Indian servant, his recommendations 
have, it is understood, always been favourable to a more inde- 
pendent system of Government for these settlements than can 
be enjoyed under the Council of India,

of the Royal Artillery, also arrived by the Messageries steamer,

For the information of home readers, we give the speculations 
rife at Singapore at the time of the departure of the mail, 
Jan. 22nd, as to the whereabouts of the Alabama. By the 
last Bombay mail we learnt that this bold Confederate cruiser 
wae oft the coast of Cochin, where she had captured and burnt 
avessel called the Amma, The Straits Times reports : 

Nothing whatever has been heard of the Alabama since the 
date of our last summary. The ship Thomas Blyth, from 
Liverpool which arrived here on the 15th, reports that, when 
off Acheen Head (at tho western entrance of the Straits of 
*Malacea), ov the 31st Dec, she was boarded by the boats of a 
war steamer flying the American flag, and giving the name of 
Wyoming. This wes doubtless the Alabama, as the Wyoming 
is known to have been at Manila at the time; but it is pro- 
bable that the Confederate cruiser has since then left our 
straits, because a large American ship, laden with rice, from 
Bassein, arrived in harbour safely two days ago ; and from the 
narrowness of the straits through which she had to pass, it is 
quite impossible that she could have escaped the notice of the 
Alabama, had she been there to watch for her. The safe arrival 
of the Oxenbridge also discredits the report that the Alabama 
had gone to cruise off the rice ports. 

_ Frouk Mahoney, Richard Humbly, snd Jobn Gready, three 
tnen belonging to the Confederate steamer Alabuma, out of a 
number of others who had absconded from the said vessel, had 
been charged before the sitting magistrate with having, on 
several occasions, assaulted the petty-officers aud crew of H.M.S. 
Saracens and Rifleman. The charge being fully borne out in 
one case, his Worship fined the defendants 50 rupees each, or 
the alternative of two months’ imprisonment iu the House of 
Correction, with hard labour, in default of payment. 

The appointment of Crown Prosecutor at Singapore and 
Malacca has been conferred by the Government of India on 
7, Braddell, Esq.; and the Deputy Commissioner of Police 
had, by tho Governor, been appointed Her Majesty’s Coroner 
for the island of Singapore. 

At a meeting of the shareholders of the Tanjong Pagar 
Dock, resolutions had been entirely favourable to the 
project, and it was determined to carry through the works with 
the least possible delay. 

The Government Gazette of tho 15th January notifies that, 
‘as the result of an inquiry before Lieutenant Burn, Master 
‘Attendant, and Mr. G. 'T. Wright, Marine Magistrate, into a 
charge of drunkenness brought against William Garland, late 
master of the British ship Glsn Jsla by Messrs. Cama and Co., 
agents of the vessel, his certificate of competency as a master 
had been cancelled. : 

‘The party of convicts, who are told off as tiger hunters, had 
exhibited before the authorities a tiger which one of their num- 
ber shot in a by-path near Thomson’s-rond. On Sunday 
night, at 10 p.m, the peon in charge of the party, armed with 
adouble-barrelled gun, charged with a bullet in each, ascended 
a‘tree and lay in wait. Shortly afterwards the tiger made its 
appearance, howling in search of prey, when the man fired, 
both shots taking effect. The bullets penetrated the back near 
the neck, and lodged in the ribs. The animal measured about 
nine feet from the mouth to the end of the tail. 

In our Shipping Intelligence will be found the official notice 
from Lloyd's of H.M.S. Vigilant having touched on a rock 
before unknown, and of the loss of the Surat and Lammermuir. 
‘We are here enabled to furnish the particulars. The following

the 11th. Bearings taken from the Shoal:—W. Island W. 
35,, N. Island N.N.W., NE. Island N.E. by BE. 3 E. in about 
lat, 5°26 S, and long. 106 34 E. 

The steamer Koningen der Nederlanden saw on the 16th inst. 
the wreck still on the rock, high out of water. 

Ship Lammermuir, Captain Joass, from Shanghai, bound to 
London, struck ou » suukeu ruck in Mooklocfeld Straits on the 
Bist December, about 2.30 a.m.; entrance point SS.W. ¢ 
W.S.W.; point of Pulo Leat, ES.E. The rock appeared to be 
a perfect pinnacle, with deep water all round; remained about 
15 minutes, and then came off, and afterwards in about one 
hour sunk ; the water on the rock at the time the vessel was 
on it was about 14 feet ; the vessel hanging on a pivot, twist- 
ing round on her centre several times before coming off. 

The crews of these two vessels had arrived at Singapore in 
the Koningen. If the bearings of the rock on which the Lam- 
mermuir was lost are correct, it is in a most dangerous position, 
being nearly midchannel in the Straits. 

The P. and O. Company's steamer Behar, on her way from 
Bombay to Singapore, on the 7th of January, spoke tho English 
ship Alliance, from Penang to Jeddah, with commander dead. 
At the request of the chief officer sent a surgeon board to view 
the body. The Alliance was returning to Penang.

COTTON AT SHANGHAI. 

The Recorder bas the following comments on this staple :—The 
almost insatiable demand for cotton, which week after week during the 
present season has increased, causing a corresponding increase in 
quotations, has from a variety of causes received « check which in all pro- 
babitity will be more than temporary, and perhaps more particularly in 
this market than in any other. The growers of cotton here are all natives, 
‘mall farmers, or planters, who will find their interest so much better 
served to grow for European markets than for native manufacturers or 
markets, that we may expect a very large increase in next season's crop. 
Further, as the shipment out of the country of the raw material increases, 
the demand for Manchester goods will also increase in proportion as the 
extent of their own manufactures are decreased. ‘The cotton yet comes 
forward dirty and seedy, and the staple in some instances very poor, 
but it is nearly as capable of classification a8 American, and quite as much 
so as East Indian. Parcels have been shipped, samples of which are 
about equal to good middling New Orleans, We anticipate as soon as 
the extent of the production becomes thoroughly known in England, and 
a classification given to grades, that orders, on lines for execution for home 
speculation and trade account, dependent on the size of the crop, will 
be sent out. When this system prevails, the trade here will become large 
indeed, and we look with itch satisfaction on. the probable rospecs 
opening for China on its development. The necessities of the trade 
beginning with an approximate estimate of the extent of the crop to 
come, the influx of money and manufacturers will bring us into contact 
with the poorer and working classes of China who cultivate the soil, and 
who will be enriched and consequently rise in the social scale 
to an extent which the tea and silk trades cannot effect from the different 
nature of their cultivation, A statistical table bas been published by the 
Commissioner of the Imperial Customs here of the amount of cotton 
shipped from the Ist of June to the end of December last year, The 
uantities are given in piculs, and for the benefit of home readers we place 
them in Ibs. English, viz.:—June, 2,115,323 lbs., average price during 
the month at 13 taels per picul, or 7d. per Ib; July, 2,844,570 ibs., at 1 
taels per pieul, or 8d. per Ib.; August, 4,284,277 Ibs. at 14 taels per 
picul, or 74d. per Ib. ; September, 3,526,573 ibs., at 13 taels Per picul 
or 7d. per Ib. ; October, 7,382,457 Ibe., at 15 taels per picul, or 8d. per 
b, ; November, 10,263,615 lbs., at 20 taels per picul, or 10{d. per Ib. 5 
December, 16,158,899 Ibs., at 22 taels per picul, or Is. per tb. 
cotton arriving into Shanghai, whether from Hunkow, Ningpo, other out- 
ports, or the inland districis, is sent false packed, much of it being too wot 
and otherwise adulterated for shipment. Holders of such would gladly sell.

COMMERCIAL POSTCRiPT. 

The board of directors of the Imperial Bank of China is nearly come 
pleted, and the undertaking will be formally announced in a few days. 

‘The state of the silk trade is thusdescribed in Mcssr, Durant and Co,’s 
Circular :—* The periodical public sales are concluded. The quantity 
offered was 2,600 bales Bengal silk, 5,000 bales China, 1,500 bales Japan, 
and 6,000 bales Canton silk. The whole was allowed to pass without 
biddings, except some few damaged bales—and about 200 bales printed 
‘to be sold without reserve.’ These were generally in small breaks and 
of common quality, and were sold at apparently low prices. The general 
market has been very quiet for the last fortnight, with continually beary 
prices—the repeated accounts of short settlements and shorter shipments 
from China and Japan having failed to rouse attention. ‘The continental 
markets seem to have been equally dull and depressed. It remains to be 
seen if the reduction in the Bank rae of discount produces any beneficial 
effect.” 

A deputation from the Chambers of Commerce have waited on Govern- 
ment to propose a division of the matters belonging to trade from the 
politics of the Foreign Office. They proposo that the Board of Trade 
should take cognizance of all commercial interests.

supplies for the expedition. He might also state that the Accountant 
neral said he believed there were stores supplied after the arrival of the 
ships in the Chinese waters, which might amount to some small sum. He 
had that day received a visit from Captain Sherard Osborn, and he stated 
this on his behalf, Captain Osborn said that the actual debt of the Chi- 
nese Government would be about £100 when the Admiralty paid him for 
certain stores which” he supplied to the British squadron before he left 
China. With regard to the latter part of the question, all the ship's books 
were alrealy at the Admiralty which could be there before the ship was 
paid off; and the hon, and gallant gentleman could have any extracts 
from them by calling at the Accountant-general’s office.—Colonel Sykes 
said the noble lord had not stated whether he got the cost price of the 
ps from the Chinese Government.—Lord C. Pacet replied that the 
ships were sold at a valuation, They were dispoted of for their real 
value at the time, just as they would be to any private individual.—Colonel

OUR HELP TO THE IMPERIALS, 
‘HERALD. ) 

We are conjured by ministerial prints not to comment upon the pro 
ceedings of Captain Sherard Osborn and Mr. Lay in their absence. The 
House of Commons itself is bidden to hold silence. But if there ever 
case in which individuals deserved to be criticised in their absence 
Why, in fact, are they absent? _ What business have they in 
China? At home they might be doing no mischief; abroad, they may be 
preparing incalculable cost and difficulty for England. The main quese 
tion, however, is, what have we to do with the internal politics of China? 
Why should we crusade to keep the Yellow Dwarf of modern times upon 
his goblin throne? Why are we bound to cement every crack in the 
obsolete willow-pattern plate? Some of our contemporaries affirm that it 
is a moral duty on the part of Great Britain to strengthea the Govern 
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ment whose Emperor we roasted out of his palace at Zehool, to prohibit 
the burning of cities, and to ar-est the Taeping massacres. As to the 
Imperial Lord of the Vermilion Pencil, who strangles a Cabinet minister 
once a month, we-cannot see what claim he has upon the states of the 
‘West; while, in reference to incendiarism and slaughter. it is certain, 
whatever else may be doubted, that the Imperialists carry their atrocities to 
a more flagitious extent than the rebels, If there be, as is pretended, a 
people to be saved from brutality, and a civilisation to be rescued from 
corruption, the influences to effect the purposes must be far other than those 
of the imbecile cabal at Peking. All this, however, is beside the real 
matter in hand. China must take care of China. 

‘We now discover that England has been doubly duped. Captain 
Sherard Osborn had no right whatever to hoist the Imperial Chinese flag 
‘on board of English gun boats, Mr. Lay had no right to the authority 
which he assumed. What was Earl Russell doing when he acquiesced in 
these piratical transactions, which, instead of favouring our trade, im- 

rilled its very existence in Chira? There is a way, no doubt, of bolster- 
Ang up these rickety schemes, and of forestalling the defence which the 
Government will stand very much in need of when the postponed discus- 
sion in the House of Commons takes place. However, the apology must 
be amp'e indeed which can convince the public that England, without 
meditating conquests in China, should encourage private individuals, with 
gun boats under their command, to take part in the sanguinary civil wars 
Of Asia, and to stipulate for the highest titles and powers in the gift of the 
most stupendous among Oriental monarchies. If they will engage them- 
selves in such a service; if they will become the subjects of Eastern 
despots; if they will, as independent volunteers and adventurers, enter 
into the conflict between ‘he old and the new generation amid the chaos of | 
the Oriental world, we cannot help it; but it is not for the ministers of 
the British Crown to sanction or assist their schemes, and still less is it 
for them to permit the sailing of armed vessels from our shores with the 
avoned object of reconstituting the rotten and disfigured Imperialism of

THE WIDOWED LADY ELGIN. 
(DAILY TELEGRAPH.) 

A sad figure, draped in mourning, and wearing the widows’ cap, has just 
Jandedaipon our shores, leaving in India her noble busband, with whom 
she shared so many cares and honours, and brining home thence only a 
great and lasting sorrow. Touched alike by the dignity of her grief and 
station, His Majesty the Emperor of the French did not allow this lady to 
pass through his capital unnoticed, but sent a gentleman of his household 
to express rezpectful sympathy with her, and to conduct her a little way | 
‘on her road to Engiand. ‘The courtesy is one which we are proud to | 
imitate, alike in its sincere and unobtrusive aspects ; for. while we would | 
not permit ourselves to dwell publicly on personal bereavement of Lady | 
Elgin, we cannot let her arrival among us pass without mark of profound, 
ifrestrained interest. The landing at Dover of her ladyship and suite is | 
the last-written chapter of the sad history of the consoris of our Viceroys. 
‘Their position in India isa proud one, and such as no Emperor in the | 
world can cll it condescension to recognise with his best attentions. They 
sail, each with her distinguished lord, to be the Queen Regent of a con+ 
tinent, over which he is practically a King. No Court in Europe has 
power over a vaster populution, a more magnificent country, than that 
which these Englishwomen adorn and share ; they are in India the “ Lady 
of the Lord Bahadur,” mistresses paramount of society, and to the eyes of 
the natives undoubted “ Maharanees”—indubitable Empresses. It seems 
a happy fortune a splendid one; but look back only through three 
such reigns upon the viceregal throne, and note what is paid for the 
dazzling honour. Lady Elgin is back among us now, without the beloved 
presence which 80 short a tin:e ago, in plenitude of reputation and power, 
was to her her hu-band—a higher title than that of Governor-General in 
the heart of the faithful ‘The man by whose side she left her coun 
try sleeps far away from, it now, among the rhododendrons and oaks of the 
Himalaya. He is one more in the long roll of the English who lie in an 
Indian grave ; and she one more in the list of those who come back, 
never to hear the name of the costly country without thinking of the little 
spot in it which is hers by the title-deed of tears. She survives her hus- 

Her predecessor in the saloons of Government House, Lady Can- 
1 hostess in Calcutta, the accomplished friend of Her 
Majesty here—died before Lord Canning, adding to his great anxieties 
for the suppression of the mutiny the load of an irreparable loss. Lady 
Canning’s predecessor, again—Lord Dathousie’s amiable wife—departed 
this life before her husband. Can any incident of domestic loss seem 
sadder? She had quitted India, obliged to fly from its cruel run for her 
Iife ; but all too late. Her husband caught the tidings of her death at sea 
from the hoarse bawling of the newspaper boys as he drove in the evening 
along the Strand at Calcutta, and re-entered his palace a lonely man. 
‘Three Governors-General, and two Vice-Queens dend in fifteen years— 
such is the gloomy retrospect suggested by the arrival of Lady Elgin; that 
is the price we pay, enviers of England, for the country which we water 
with our tears and fertilise with our blood. 

Were this grouped picture of bereavement and distress a mere coinci- 
dence—if it could not be paralleled throughout the annals of our rule, 
and if it were not illustrated daily by sorrow as great, though not so well 
known, among the less distinguished exiles returning from the East—there 
would be nothing in it to dwell uj But this ie the story of Indian 
life, and this the common fate of the gentle and courageous women who 

our danger and our duty in India. If you paint your gallery of 
Calcutta Vice- Queens in sombre hues, paint also in the same sad tints the 
Jong line of English ladics who have added their tears to the soldier's 
blood and the statesman’s life, to make up the price of Hindostan, The 
Dover boat does not often bring us back the widow of a Viceroy; but 
week by week it carries across the narrow sea some sorrowful face to which 
the white cliffs of England, with their emerald crown of meadow. are not 
the gladsome sight they once promised to be in imagination. For those 
saddencd travcliess, although their grief is rot public, there is some spot of 
India where they have laid their tribute to its fierce glory. Be it where 

palm-trees let their evening shadows fall like a giant dial hand, or 
where tamarinds and acacias are noisy with forest birds—in the English 





































































cemetery, the jungle, the plain, or the little hill-station—that spot is 


“India” for them. Thousands of English wives and widows among us, 
if their gentle eyes fall upon these words, will feel them dimmed as they 
bring back to them the place, lonely, or loud with the voices of the ueighe 
houring bazaar, where they have left “another for India." Lives, too-— 
for this is the barb of the anguish—which might have been spared; lives 
taken in tribute by the sun from the race which has subdued his dominions s. 
lives of little ones, of husbands, brothers, sisters, friends ; all silent and 
distant under the parched soil. If we are to be reproached, as we may be, 
for the worst pages of our conquests in the East let us have the credit of 
the best. We have bought our right to civilise the Orientals with a price ; 
we have buried our deail, the best and gentlest of our dead, by thousands 
in their midst; the most eloquent literature of our sway is written upon 
the tombstones that etand thick, and lovingly kept, in the cemeteries of the 
soil entrusted to us as a nation. 

These thoughts suggest, too, a history that has never been written, 
and perhaps can never be written, “The History of Englishwomen in 
India.” Smart writers, and those who borrow Oriental life from them at 
second-hand, to the edification of all equally igno.ant with themselves, 
represent Anglo- Indian society as a compound of frivolity acd vice. It is 
needless to say that their view is due to invention, or to experiences of @ 
different kind from those who consort with decent people. Since the rough 
days past, when the mistress of the English household in the East was a 
native concubine, a moral influence of immeasurable benefit has been at 
work. Steam-ships and railways have reduced the journey thither enough 
to make the land a home for English wives and mothers; and society is 
never bad where the true type of these is found. Imprisoned by the heat, 


‘and with no absorbing imperial duties like those which occupy their 


husbands, our countrywomen pass a time of weary luxury; but they have 
had their work to do, and they have done it, and are doing it in sustainin, 
with the noble influences of home—the best workers there—and, above all 
in presenting to the Asiatics the precious spectacle of the freedom and the 
purity of an English household. There was no influence like this at work 
to help the old civilising powers ; nor is it possible to. measure how far it 
spreads, or how deep it strikes. We do not deceive ourselves, or seek to 
deceive our readers, by pretending that there are no scandals at the 
stations, or that the contact between the gentle representatives of England 
in India and native society is close as can be. But there are, thank God! 
many English houses there which are silent centres of good to the peoy 
—houses where the wandering Hindoo catches glimpses of a noble equality, 
in duty, labour, faith, and intellect, between the husband and wife; an 
that experience makes its mark in his mind and home. Let them die still, 
then, for In it be God’s will; or let them mourn their dead who die 
there. Let our sisters still bear their proud, sad share in the moral con- 
quest of this grand country, which must be for most who have sojourned , 
long there Golgotha, “a place of skulls,” and Aceldama, “a ficld to bury 
strangers in.” From the consort of a Viceroy weeping for the dead master 
of the great appanage, to the subaltern’s wife or widow who thinks with 
choking heart of the grave where she planted the moon-flower and the 
champak, they have done something for India even in their sorrow. They 
have helped 0 erase with their tears the boundary-marks which keep the 
nations of the earth apart, and which defer the crawaing and happy federa- 
tion of its races, .

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AxsterDaM, Feb, 22. 

The Colonial Minister has laid before the Second Chamber 
of the States.General the papers relating to the private 
cultivation of tobacco in the Residency of Rembang, containing 
the Governor-General’s decree of the 27th of April, 1863, 
honourably dismissing Mr. H. C. Bekking, and giving Mr. 
Lawick von Pabst notive that he had not made out a case for 
obtaining a reversal of the former decree of the 12th of April, 
1861, together with a memorandum explaining the contents of 
the decree ; and further, the report of Mr. O. van Rees, Resi- 
dent of Sourabaya, dated 16th February, 1863, that he was 
ordered to draw up on the subject. From tho latter it appears 
that the attempts made under the administration of the Resi- 
dents Bekking ond Lawick van Pabst, to eucourage the free 
cultivation of tobacco, did not exceed the powers and instruc- 
tions belonging to public servants, 

In the last sitting of the Supremo Court (civil side) the case 
of C. Andreas, now appellant, versus tho Government of 
Netherlands India, was tried, The case for the plaintiff was 
conducted by Mr. Procurator Eyssell, whilst Mr. Francois 
appeared for the defendants, It appears that the plaintiff 
claims payment of the sum of 150,435 fl. 48 cents and interest 
as compensation for injustice done to him under the following 
circumstances :—On the 11th of August, 1859, there was ® 
public competition for tenders to transport colonial produce, 
‘There were eleven offers made, the lowest being that of Mr. 
Andreas, which was 5 doits per picul, and the highest was 6 
doits, so that the extreme difference of all the eleven tenders 
was only one doit. According to the regulations in force in 
Netherlands India, Mr. Andreas was thus declared the 
contractor ; but it is required to obtain the confirmation of, 
the Governor-General, who may at his pleasure give the 
contract to one of the other bidders, though in that case he 
is bound to give compensation to the original contractor who 
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makes the lowest offer. Two mouths later the Government 
cancelled the whole proceedings of the above-mentioned 
competition, on the alleged grounds of having received 
information of a private combination or conspiracy among the 
eleven bidders to divide the profits of the contract among them, 
and it appeared in evidence that the price previously paid for 
the same work was only 3 8-10th doits. Besides this the 
Government urged several other objections, viz.—1. That the 
bids were not made verbally. 2. The trifling difference 
between the maximum and minimum offers. 3, That the 
person to whom the contract had subsequently been given 
for 4} doits had immediately sub-let it with a 
profit of 60,000 florins, 4. That Mr. Andreas had 
subsequently offered to take the contract also for 4) 
doits ; and 5. That witnesses had made a declaration, and were 
willing to swear to the truth of it, that they were present at a 
meeting held by the eleven bidders in the office of Mr. Andreas 
to settle among themselves the offers to be made by each, and 
to agree to the manner of dividing the profits arising from the 
contract. Mr. Andreas then brought an action against the 
Government before the High Court of Justice in Netherlands 
India; but was nonsuited by decision of that Court, dated 24th 
of January, 1861, on the following grounds:—1. That the 
Government possesses the undoubted power to refuse its 
sanction to preliminary contracts in special cases and for im- 
portant reasons ; 2. That it did no more than act in conformity 
with the power it possesses ; and 3. That not having exceeded 
the bounds of its authority, it cannot be made responsible for 
any claim to compensation by a private individual for imaginary 
wrongs. The pleadings on both sides occupied the Court the 
whole day. Judgment deferred.

Grootmeester National, Capt. Giesse; and Fortuna, Capt. de 
root, both for Dordrecht ; and Orange Vassau, Capt. van Hees, 
Almonde, Capt. Surie ; and Dageraad, Capt. ——, for Schiedam, 
At the last meeting of the Indian Association an important 
discussion ensued on the subject of private possession of land 
in Java. The three questions debated in succession were :— 
1, What is the present state of privatelandholders? 2. What

can be employed for such ameliorations? From the general 
tenor of the speeches made it would appear that there is a great 
deal more land in the possession of private owners, particularly 
in some districts, than is generally supposed. Most of the 
speakers concurred in the opinion that it was highly desirable 
to transfer systematically but by degrees the possession of land 
from the communes to individuals, whilst to attain this object 
it was needful to pay attention tothe following important 
points :—The legislation of the present landowners and con- 
firmation of their rights of possession ; settlement of private 
property by the clearance and improvement of waste lands; 
stopping the further division of communal lands; and the 
mutual division of the Sawahs amongst those entitled to their 
Possession. i 
By the Cape mail a letter has been received here stating 
that a bottle had been picked up by Mr. F. Lloyd, near St. 
Francis Bay, Port Elizabeth, containing the following :—‘“ Mon- 
day, July 20, 1863.

HLN.M. steam transport Heldin, 10 guns, has been taken out 
of the dry dock at Nieuwe Deep, and is ordered to be got 
ready for the pennant, She will be commissioned in April, and 
is destined for the East India station. On being removed from 
the dock her place was taken by the Holand, old 22-gun sail- 
ing jackass frigate, ordered to be repaired for service as guard- 
ship at Sourabaya. One or two vessels are to be fitted out to 
cruise in the Channel and North Sea for the protection of 
Dutch interests in the war between Denmark and Germany. 

Policies of insurance to large amount have been mado by 
Government on specie shipped from the Dutch West India 
colonies to Netherlands India, It is understood to be the 
unrequired surplus of the sum sent ont as compensation to the 
planters for the emancipation of their slaves last year. 

The Zotterdam Courant asserts that a fresh embassy from 
Japan to Europe is being fitted out aud will visit this country, 
It adds that the expenses will not be borne by the State, but by 
the individuals composing the mission, : 

The Colonial Minister advertises for workmen to be employed 
in the steam-factory at Sourabaya. 


COMMERCIAL. 

Corres.—Though the transactions have not been very extensive since 
last English mail prices have been well supported, and the market is in a 
favourable condition. For company's No. 6 47} cents have been paid, 
and 45 for Nos. 21, 22, 23, and 26. Among the sales were 8,900 bags of 
Sumatra ex India packet at 45} and 46 cents 1,050 bags of private trade 
Java ex Record at from 44 to 48 according to quality, and 1,720 bags of 
Paroanoekan ex Orange Nassau and Ocean at 44 and 45. A public sale 
of 6,722 bags of Java ex Mathilde and Batavia is announced to be held 
next week. At the company’s sale of their whole stock of Ceylon, con- 
sisting of 2,078 bags, and 107 casks, all was disposed of at from 33 to 48} 
cents for plantation, and 39 to 44 for native. 

Sucas.—A better feeling prevails for the raw article, and some sales 
have been effected for export at about November prices. The dealings 
would have been more extensive had the market offered a better assort- 
ment. Refined goods dull, but holders firm. 

Rice. — The only sales to record are 1,800 bags of cargo Java 
ex Zwaan at secret prices, and 5,400 bags oftable rice ex Mercator at 178. 

Spices.—Nutmegs No. 1, 1863, continue to support the late advance, 
and even 78 cents has been paid. No. 2 is rather lower, but still com- 
mands 63. Mace sells readily at 65 cents, Cloves again are in favour 
at 27, as is also Java cinnamon, No. 3, which is not be bad under 93 
cents. Pepper moves off quietly at steady prices. 

















Hipes.—Java continue in favour. About 4,000 ox and 2,000 buf- 
falo have been disposed of both by tender atid private contract at full 
values, 

Merats.—Both copper and tin are rather lower ; some of the former 
has been sold at 60 f., and Banca Tin at 7041, at which latter price there 
are still sellers. 

InpIGO AND COcHENILLE.—No alteration. 

Ratrans.—Last week the first parcels were brought to market and 
found ready purchasers at stiff prices. Amongst the parcels rold were 
7,555 bundles (312 piculs) ex Staatsraad van Ewyck, and 827 bundles 
(78 piculs) ex Batavia. 

Daves. — Some public sales are announced for the end of this 
month. 

Toxsacco.—The transactions in Java sorts have not been on a large 
scale, but values are well supported. ‘The stock, which on the departure 
of the last English mail was only 4,717 bales, has by the late arrivals 
been increased to 10,352 bales. 

Cicars.—Since the sales reported in last letter nothing bas been done 
in Manilas.

THE PROSPECTS OF CHINA IN PARLIAMENT. 

Iv among our rea‘lers in the Far East there be any who, like 
ourselves, fels a momentary impatience at the scaut attention 
paid to so important a subject as China in the opening Speech of 
the Session, we can convey to them comfort, if only in the unpre- 
cedented attitude of parties, and tho efforts being made to 
get up papers, &., which shall provide the varivus speakers 
with the requisite implements for the war of debate. Every- 
thing points to an early debate on our relations with China, 
provided the exigencies of the Dano-Germanic war do not force 
an earlier solution of the question which is on everybody's lips— 
“ What do the Opposition intend to adopt as the basis of their 
“ attack on foreign policy?” The home administration is so 
solidly based (with the exception of a few shortcomings, such 
as the law of lunacy, the punishment of death, &.), that every 
one instinctively fecls that the real tug of the Session will come 
in the shape of Schleswig-Holstein, of America, or of China. 
As to the first-named, pending the editing of the voluminous 
correspondence, of which Mr. Layarp says truly, that when it 
is published, abridged or in extexso, the most eager political 
glutton will own himself satisfied, it is quite possible that 
the question may settle itself. As to the great American 
question, parties are running so high in the North with 
respect to the forthcoming Presidential election, that it is quite 
within the bounds of probability that while the Northern forces 
are being manipulated by electioneering agents so as to 
secure their votes, General Lee may possess himself of 
‘Washington, and very much this opinion seems to prevail in our 
own Legislature, where all parties seem to be eagerly awaiting 
the result of the Presidential campaign. Then, again, there 
are always a large class of waiters upon Providence, who cannot 
give a sign till Mr. Guapstone has given them his Budget 
speech, in which he usually contrives to offer @ choice of threo 
courses upon every question of both home and foreign policy. 
The reductions for this year are 80 trivial that wa may oxpect an 
unusual crop of paradoxes, and among these it is whispered 
that the fate of the Lay-Osporn expedition, or, as it is now 
more frequently termed, the OsBorn-Lay Armada, is to occupy 
avery prominent place. The correspondence and papers have 
been moved for, and the House is in an expectant attitude, 

‘When, therefore, wo find that the papers of the Ospons- 
Lax expedition have been moved for, identified as it is with the 
Ministerial policy in the Far East, we perceive that it is not in- 
tended that Ching shall be practically ignored this Session. It 
is too much the fashion to accept commercial success as the test 
of wise policy. When in the face of intestin: troubles, the trade 
of all our treaty ports has been found to have run up some 150 to 
220 per cent., there is a tendency to exaggerate the importance of 
such phenomenon, and to underrate the efficacy of a sound and 
firm policy. We do not anticipate that in the forthcoming debates 
any serious question can arise ns to the attitude assumed by the 
Foreign Office and Sir Frepgrick Bruce. It has now been 
satisfactorily proved that Mr. Lay was acting entirely beyond his 
powers in assuming the authority he did, and though this does 
not excuse the perfidy of Prince Kune in seizing on so shallow 
a’pretext for throwing overboard the men, who more than any- 
thing else had contributed to uphold the Imperial authority, and 
provide it with the requisite funds for employing the aid of 
mercenaries, yet it affords sufficient justification for Ministers 
acting upon second-hand information, and worried by the alter- 
nate claims of a blind humanitarian fanaticism, and undisguised 
commercial cupidity,

LIGHTS FOR KIU-KIANG. 

Tae street lamps and large columns supporting three lights 
of red, white, and blue, for Kiu-Kiang, which have been con- 
structed by Messrs. H. and J. Garpnzr, of the Strand, have 
been shipped off per screw steamer Far East, which left 
Gravesend on the 24th inst. for Hong Kong and Shanghai. 


Capramy Sanarp Ossorn and Captain Auten Youxe have 
arrived in London per overland mail from Bombay, having left 
the steamers Keang-soo and Kwang-tung in Bombay in chargo 
of the local Government until the opinion of our Ministers can 
be ascertained relative to their disposal. Why they should be 
consulted remains to be seen. The remaining portion of the 
fleet are on the way to England from China. 


« STEAMERS FOR CHINA. 

The ecréw steamer Yuen-Tx-Fee, lately launched for Messrs. 
Trautman Co. and others by Messrs. Blackwood and Gor- 
don, at Port Glasgow, having been built by them for the 
Shanghai and Tien-tsin river trade, was recently tried with 
most satisfactory results as to her speed and general qualities. 
In particular, the successful manner in v-bich she was steered 
elicited the high approval of her owners. Her power in this 
respect is owing to her having been fitted with the Lumley 
patent rudder, in the uso of which an angle of ton degrees is 
obtained where twenty would have been the minimum radius 
under the old system of steering. The Yuen-Te-Fee is one of 
the first vessels in the merchant service that have been fitted 
with the new form of rudder. 


REPORT OF THE HONG KONG GENERAL CHAMBER 
OF COMMERCE, 

‘THE last mail brought to hand a document, the title of 
which we have placed at the head of this article, that is certain 
to excite considerable attention in. mercantile circles in this 
country, and is a clear and convincing refutation of the random 
statements that have of late years been go lavishly circulated 
in this country, 8 to the low state of commercial morality in 
the foreign trading community of the Chinese seaboard. We 
should not have noticed the subject at all, had it not been for 
the frequency with which such grave though vague charges 
have been reiterated even by public men of all shades of party 
opinion, with the unfortunate result of neutralising much of 
the good which a less mistrusted and misrepresented body of 
men might have effected for themselves, without requiring to 
call into play the ponderous machinery of the Colonial or, yet 
worse, of the Foreign Office. It is with much satisfaction that 
all unbiassed and reflecting persons at home, have hailed the 
action of the Committee of the Chamber in disclaiming and re- 
futing the sweeping accusations of wholesale smuggting indulged 
in by Mr. Lay, and in protesting against the adoption by the 
Foreign Office of any such report as a final and conclusive 
authority on so grave and delicate a subject. 

But it is not alone in defending from calumny the characters 
of their constituents that the Chamber has exhibited an energy 
so marked, that when we contrast its action with the puny 
efforts of others nearer home, we can but throw up our hands and 
moan forth, “O/ si sicomnes/” Thanks to its perseverance, 
the'colony has within the last two years received three great 
boons—a modified and intelligible bankruptcy law, a new 
decimal system of coinage—on which, by the way, we com- 
mented nearly a year since—and lastly, an Imperial Local Mint 
—an institution which, under proper management, cannot fail 
to be largely self-supporting, when we consider the extraordi- 
nary fluctuation in the market price of the circulating medium, 
and the heavy charges for freight and insurance necessitated 
by the constant outflow of that metal from this country, in 
regulation of the exchanges. 

‘We are disposed to regret that the Committee decline to ac- 
cept the responsibilities ofa Tribunal of Commerce, for the pur- 





pose of deciding expeditiously, but with right of appeal, upon 
all questions of mercantile law and usage. They imply a con- ' 
viction that the time is not yet ripe for such a deviation from 
the tortuous paths of English jurisprudence, as would be im- 
plied in their surrendering their right to the enjoyment of all 
the quirks and quibbles, which the wisdom of our ancestors and 
the ingenuity of our lawyers have engrafted on the strong 
common sense and appreciation of truth and fact and right 
which are the basis of all law. We doubt not, however, that the . 
Committee had good reason for their resolution, though we beg 
to assure them that they have lost a splendid, perhaps final, 
chance for inaugurating in the British commercial world a great 
and most salutary change, Such opportuuities, it is but too true 
“ On silent pinions fleet away, 
Ab! never, never, to return!” 

But-we will yet cherish a hope that amid a small society, 
where each man knows pretty well what is going on, so much 
good sense will prevail as to lead them to forego tho luxury of 
litigation, entangled by conflicting precedents, and encumbered 
by obsolete and most inapplicable rules. Even were such & 
tribunal constituted, there would still remain opportunity enough 
for the most determined stickler for law and litigation to 
indulge himself to the top of his bent. Meanwhile, we beg to 
assure them that the feeling in favour of Tribunals of Com- 
merce has by no means died out at home, as they seem to 
imagine,

But in one of the two cases specified by Mr. Lay (that 
of the Rose), a copy of the decision given by the Consular Court at 
Shanghai appears in the public papers entirely exonerating the master and 
owners of the Rose from the charge beoag os against them. On receipt of 
the Parliamentary paper in China, my firm will take the earliest possible 
opportunity to furnish you with a complete and satisfactory vindication of 
thetr conduct throughout. 

There is nothing which we desire more than an efficient Custom-house 
system established on the coast of China, and we bave from the commence- 
ment cordially approved the principle of a foreign inspectorate, I 
therefore, to protest against the terms used by Mr. Lay in speaking of 
leading houses, and mine among them, particularly in Paragraph XL 
of his memorandum, page 175, as being ‘most uncalled-for and insulting, 
and giving a colour to our conduct directly the reverse of the truth, as 
will be readily testified by every high officer of the British Government 
who has served in China since the opening of the trade in 1834.—I have,

THE CHINESE CUSTOMS AND OUR INDEMNITY. 
(To the Editor of The Times.) 

Sr,—In the present crisis of Chinese affairs it may be interesting to 
some of your readers to know that a decided opinion prevails at Shanghai 
that the English control over the Chinese Customs, and the employment 
of British subjects in their eollection, will cease simultaneously with the 
full payment of the war indemnity. I therefore append an exact state- 
ment of our claims on the Government in this respect, compiled by and 
juit received from afriend of mine high in the Imperial service, and the 
accuracy of which may may be relied on:—

SHERARD OSBORN AND MR. LAY, 
(THE TIMES.) 

Tf, as the French proverb says, the absent are always in the wrong, it is 
not likely that they who are at once absent and unsuccessful will be treated 
as if they were in the right, Such is the position of Captain Sherard Os- 
born and Mr. Lay, whose conduct in respect of the naval expedition to 
China is to be discussed in the House of Commons. Not only must these 
men undergo in their absence the censure which always, and seldom with 
entire injustice, follows upon ill-success, but they must endure the taunts 
and the triumph of those who have no sympathies with the policy of which 
they were the exponents. There has always been a small party which only 
saw in the social and political convulsions of China the opportunity of 
British trade. To strengthen the hands of the Government was, in theii 
eyes, but to give that Government powerto destroy European intercourse ; 
to arrest the burning of great cities and the murder of multitudes by the 
Taiping marauders was but to go out of our way to do unprofitable acts of 
humanity, Perhaps there was a certain shrewdness, gross and cruel as it 
was, in this view of the matter; and professors of that policy will hardly 
fail now to vaunt their sagacity. But it is not only the natural enemies of 
Captain Osborn and his object who will come to this inquiry with 
discontented minds. There were others who thought they saw in this 
expedition the means of building sp again the Chinese Empire; and, if 
uot restoring those peaceful arts which gave splendour to the ancient cities, 
at least staying the pillage and massacres which are now destroying the 
old civilisation and brutalising the people. They, perhaps weakly, but 
honestly, wished to give peace to China, and believed that it was as much 
our interest as ourduty to abstain from all encouragement of the robbers 
and pirates who laid waste the country and murdered and pillaged its 
inoffensive and industrious population. The men who thus think form 
the’great body of the English nation, Their hopes have been disap- 
pointed, and they have a right to ask from Mr. Lay and Captain Osborn 
naccount of their stewardship. They will require to be shown where 
the fault lies—whether they were wrong in forming such expectations, of 
whether a great result has been lost in mismanagement. 

The story of Mr. Lay's fall from power in China reads like one of the 
old chapters in histories of absolute monarchies, either Eastern or Wes- 
tern. The favourite, or the necessary man of the day, springs up in these 
histories, and for a little time he is all-powerful ; some morning his favour 
or his necessity passes away, and he is cast aside. Such has been Mr. 
Lay's career. Ifhe had been a Chinaman, he would have been ordered 
to put himself to death; as he is an Englishman, he is simply dismissed. 
Some years ago he was picked out by the Chinese as a necessary man. 
He had intelligence, industry, courage, and, what surprised them much 
more, he had an integrity which was found to be proof against every 
temptation. and which came out unsullied from the test of many little traps 
and pitfalls set to catch him, At that time the Chinese had no 
notion of such a public sersant as this, and they probably fancied 
there was not another such in the world. Mr. Lay taught them how 
to make three millions a-year out of their Customs, which had pro- 
duced them previously rather less than the indemnities they had to pay 
for breaches of treaty. The whole of this machinery was in his 
hands, for it was substantially of his own creation. He was the indis- 

nsable man, and he was their master. It must be confessed that 
fe was rather a hard master. When the British force went towards Peking, 
Mr. Lay, the Chinese official, took service among the invaders of China; 
and in the discussions that preceded the treaty put exceedingly strong 
coercion upon his Mandarin masters. Lord Figin more than once 
declared that he could not have obtained the treaty of Tien-tsin without 
the exertions of Mr. Lay. The Chinese put up with all this, and he was 
more absolute favour than ever after this treaty had been wrung from. 
his employers, in great part by his open and demonstrative interference. 
It is necessary to remind the public of these facts, for they explain, and to 
some extent account for, the grievous mistakes which he afterwards come 
mitted. He had trod very heavily upon the thin crust of Imperial favour, 
and it seemed to bear him; he now undertook to build upon it. There 
can be no doubt that when Prinee Kung employed Mr. Lay to equip and 
commission a naval force to suppress the rebellion, the intention was that 
he should effect this service upon his own terms and conditions. 
There seems also to be as litile doubt that M-. Lay relied so 
entirely upon his personal influence with the Chinese that he 
neglected the precautions which any less confident man would have 
taken. If Lay had been as careful to get full powers from the Im- 
perial Government as Osborn was to protect his men and officers in his 
engagement with Lay, the miscarriage of the expedition could never have 
taken place. It seems to us here, accustomed as we all are to see the 
Sovereign power absolute over the two services, that nothing more insult- 
ing to a monarch could ever have been inserted into an agreement than 
the clause by which Mr. Lay undertook to be the sole medium of com- 
mands from the Emperor to his admiral, and to suppress such orders as be 
should deem unreasonable. Yet it is possible that even this might have 
been conceded at the moment when the rebels were taking city after city, 
and when the treaty ports, with all their lucrative Custom-houses, seet 
to be in danger. ‘It is not only possible, but it is also highly probable 
that when the rebels were spreading northwards it would have been 
easy to obtain from the Imperial Government of Peking a com= 
mission which would have made Captain Osborn the High Admiral of 
all the naval forces of China, dependent for instructions upon no o! 
than the Prince or the Great Council. But what can we think of the 
negotiator who, believing himself to have the power of exacting and of 
granting such terms, did not take care to have his own instructions wot 
in the language of the agreement, and the Imperial Commission confirmed 
with all formalities of seal and edict? What can we say of him, except 
that a man who has shown himself very able in one sphere often seems to 
lose his head when he steps out into a wider world of statesmanship? In 
these matters Mr. Lay appears to have acted with an almost Chinese clove~ 
nese of counsel. Noone in England who was urging on this expedition 
could have imagined that Mr. Lay was acting only upon a general au- 
thority and a loose letter of approval ; and, certainly, no one who saw 
the gunboats sailing from these shores under the new flag of China could 
have imagined that there was not an Imperial Commission on board any 
one of the vessels, 
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‘These are the capital and obvious mistakes which have occasioned the 
miscarriage ef the naval expedition to China. If the ordinary precaution 
of obtaining the commissions had been observed, Captain Osborn could 
have taken Nankin and cleared the Yang-tse, while he left Mr. Lay to 
debate the terms of the agreement at Peking. Having done this, he would 
certainly have been in a position to make provincial governors very chary 
of interfering with him, and he might have dictated his own terms to the 
T ial Government. But without a commission from the Emperor of 
China Captain Osborn would have been a pirate, Nothing, indeed, 
could be more unselfish and chivalrous than the conduct of both these 
Englishmen when they found themselves in the false position into which 
Mr. Lay's too great confidence in his own personal influence had 
betrayed them. It was as grand in its way as the Balaklava 

; but it was also not the most expedient thing to do. Mr. Lay 
was clearly wrong, and the Chinese were right when they repudiated a 
Portion cf the contract he had made. No power which Mr. Lay has 
shown gave him authority to stipulate with Captain Osborn that all orders 
should pass through his hands, Whether be had authority to stipulate 
with Captain Osborn that the commander of the naval expedition should 
be placed under no superior, but should receive his orders direct from 
the Government, is very doubtful. It was quite right in Captain Osborn 
to insist upon such a stipulation ; but it should have appeared in his com- 
mission, and should have come direct from the Regency. The Chinese, 
‘moreover, were not only right, but they were in a position to make full 
‘se of their advantages. Mr. Lay had organised the Customs in a most 
efficient manner, and he had, moreover, left at Peking an alter ego whom 
he bad educated in all the learning of China. During Mr. Lay’s absence 
in England the Chinese had discovered that they might rely upon the 
services of the subordinates ifthey disembarrassed themselves of the prin- 
cipal. Of course, they took advantage of this discovery. The fleet was 
no longer a necessity to their safety, and the Controller of Customs was 
no longer a necessary condition of their large revenue. With the un- 
‘scrupulous selfishness of Asiatics, they repudiated all engagements except 
the merely pecuniary of the transaction, and cast their agent and 
their admiral adrift,” In all this there is much to be deplored. There is 
nothing. however, to be >d in the firm and chivalrous con:‘uct by 
which two Englishmen have, at the expense of fame and fortune, with- 

themselves unsullied from a false position.

Sir,—I have read with much surprise the condemnatory observations 
made’ by 80 many speakers in the House of Commons on the attack at 
Kagosima. ‘They show little acquaintance with the fixed and unchange- 
able principles and tactics which must ever guide the practice of war, 
whether by sea or land. However anzious to do so, it is impnssible to 
make the firing of shipping upon forts and batteries protecting towns and 
harbours 80 certain as not to permit many of the shot and shell to go over 
and fall into the town. In ninety-nine cases out ot a hundred there will 
always be some motion, and the slightest motion will, of course, affect the 
aim from a ship's guns. To avoid the destruction of an enemy's property 
when no clear military object is to be gained by doing #0, and to show the 
test kindness and allay in every possible way to his sufferings and 
ings when helpless and in your power, will, 1 trust, ever be the princi 

ple which will guide every civilized, Christian nation. 

To be merciful to the lives and property of the enemy at the expense 
of our own, or for the same reason to neglect opportunities of more readily 
attaining the objects of the war, would not be consistent with reason or 
common sense. Should it once be known that our commanders are nct 
to fire on batteries for fear of injuring “ houses of innocent people,” those 
houses would soon be the receptacle of concealed troops, who would rush 
down upon our own men when landing to storm the very batteries upon 
which they were forbidden to fire. Do these gentlemen reflect upon the 
fester chances of failure and sacrifice of our men’s lives, as well as the 

lisgraceful results and injurious consequences to the interest and repute 
tion of our country, such a system of warfare must entail? On foreign 
and distant stations the value of the lives of British soldiers and sailors is 
immeasurably increased by the difficulty of replacing them, and any mor- 
bid feeling of humanity to the enemy would be cruelty to our own men 
and destruction to the end and purpose of war.

Eddon, and William Hope, all well dressed, who bad refused to give any 
addresses, were charged with conspiracy and fraud. It appeared that 
Charles Adolphe Brandt, a Prussian, carrying on business as a shipbuilder 
at Hong Kong, and who arrived in London only a few days ago, was 
walking along the Strand on Saturday, when he was accosted by Eddon. 
The latter at first pretended that he was the master of a ship with whom 
he (prosecutor) was acquainted, and after getting into conversation with 
him pressed him to take a glass of wine. ‘The other two prisoners, who 
affected to be strangers to Eddon, then came in, and, after talking about 
their rich relatives, a dispute arose as to the comparative strength of two 
of them. ‘The prosecutor was asked by Eddon to be present when it was’ 
ascertained how many yards Hope could throw a I4ib. weight. He ac 
companied them toa place named at Chelsea, where he was inveigled into 
askittle-alley. There they pretended to lay large wagers, and the usual well 
known artifices of skittle-sharpers were resoriedto. The result was that the 
prosecutor was induced to part with £20, and then stake his gold watch and 
chain, value £24, and £6 in gold on another wager. It was undecided 
when the stakeholder, a person pretending to be the landlord of the 
Princess of Denmark beershop, New-road, Chelsea, gave the watch and 
money to Hope, alleging that he had won them. ‘The pretended landlord 
then affected to advance thegvalue of the watch to Hope, in order that the 
prosecutor might not lose it He accompenied the latter to his lodgings 
to get the £24, which was paid in foreign coin. Hope then offered to lay 
awager of £500 or £1,000, 0 be decided on the Monday, and ultimately 
the parties all agreed to meet again at the Duke of York's Column on 
that day between two and four o'clock. The prosecutor was proceeding 
from the beershop, when he was assaulted, and an attempt was made to 
steal his watch by some person unknown. On Monday morning he come 
municated with the police, and the prisoners were captured near the 
appointed place. John Shaw, 11 F, a detective who apprehended the 
prisoners, said he knew them all as constant and daily companions of each 
other, and as skittle-sharpers. He found an imitation gold chain, with 
a piece of paper at the end of it instead of a watch, filty-six medals to 
imitate sovereigns, and two flash imitation Bank of England notes on the 

risoners. Hope, on his way to the station, asked witness whether £10 
In his pocket would not be better than proceeding with this prosecution, 
and one of the others added that it was not as if they had robbed a 
man who could not afford it. The prisoners said they had treated the 
prosecutor very much like gentlemen, for he had bills about him to the 
jount of £60,000, which they might have induced him to lose v4 play, 

d described himself as a man of large property. He had 
about to be married at Hong Kong to a young woman 
with a large estate of her own. Mr. Selfe having told them that he 
must have their addresses, they very reluctantly gave some. They were 
remanded until Monday, and Mr. Selfe said he must have good sureties 
in £100 each for their re-appearance, with 24 hours’ notice of bail. 

Tue Prencu in Cocnin-Cutna.—The following is from a Paris 
paper :—Admiral de la Grandiere, Governor of Cochin-China, has founded 
a newspaper at Saigon, the capital, by a decree, in which he says that, 
considering French Cochin-China is little ot erroneously known in France 
and in the neighbouring colonies; that inaccurate information given by 
ill-informed newspapers may injure the true interests and the development 
of the colony, the best mode of inspiring merchants and manufacturer, 
with confidence is to inform them of the numerous resources possessed 
Lower Cochin-China. The Governor further announces that an offici 
pohtical, and commercial newspaper shall appear on the 10th and 25th of 
each month from the Ist of January, 1864. It is to publish official an- 
nouncements, leading articles on the resources of the country, on the 
commercial and agricultural questions connected with them, and the price 
of articles to be exported. ‘he editor will thankfully receive all articles 
signed by the contributor, which shall appear to be of advantage to the 
paper, and all other useful communications addressed to him, ‘The decree 
founding the paper is followed by three additional decrees, and three notes 
emanating from the administration of the colony. The first decree fixes 
he indemnity to be paid to Asiatics summoned to give evidence. The 
second opens an annual credit of 5,000 fr., granted to the Governor for 
secret service money, and the third permits the exportation of rice from 
the Ist of January. The first two administrative notes refer to the per- 
petual rent representing the part of the land tax to be paid by the pur- 
chasers of lands and the formalities to be fulfilled by those who propose 
to build on their land. The third note states that the Treasury had re- 
ceived a sum or 277f. 5c. restitution money of which it had been robbed. 
It was restored through Consignor Lefebre, Vicar-General of Cochin. 
China. The leading article explains the object of the publication, and 

roposes to make known to France a country of which i norant, 
Farther to explain to the colonists themselves. the resources of the soil, 
which have never been developed; to contradict the assertion of insalu- 
brity, greatly exaggerated; to enlighten the native populatiom as to the 
intentions of the French in coming to the remote East; to explain the 
Emperor's views, and thus to reassure capitalists by demanding their co- 
operation.

‘AIAL Tur OF THE S, S. “ Conen.”--This large screw steamer,recently 
launched by the Messrs, Gourlay, took her trial trip in the river with the 
triumphant result that she was then proved to be the fastest steamer that 
ever sailed the Tay. ‘The Cohen has been built for J. Coheo, Esq., 
merchant, Moulmein, and is intended, we believe, for the India and China 
trade. Her length is 240 feet; her breadth of beam 27 feet ; and her 
depth 16 feet. She is of 774 tons burden 0.34., and 200-horse power 
barque rigged, with full poop, top gallant forecastle, and lengthy deck 
house, To suit the warm climate in which she is destined to sail, 
deck has been made of solid teak, and her cabin of the same—the latter 
highly polished. By twelve o'clock a select party had arrived on board, 
among whom were R. A. Robinson, Ksq., from London (formerl; 
of the frm of Bobioson aod Russell, shigballders, Blackwall),

Dundee Local Engineer and Examiner in Steam 
Board of Trade. Mr. Henry Gourlay, for the builders, was also present ; 
and superintended the trials of speed. The vessel started down the river 
about half-past twelve o'clock, and ran to opposite Barry lighthouse—the 
high sea rendering it inexpedient for trial purposes to run her further out, 
She made the run downto this point and back three times—the log being 
in active use on every occasion—and her sailing powers thus tested, were 
shown to be of the very highest order. She ran the measured mile the 
first time against a strong tide in 5 minutes 48 seconds; and in return~ 
ing with the tide, she passed the posts in 3 minutes $2 seconds! On her 
second voyage, she ran about much the same speed ; but on returning to 
the offing for the last time, she ran the nautical mile in 3 minutes 13 
seconds! ‘This last ce gives a speed of 17 nautical or about 21 
statute miles an hour !—and that, too, with the screw not fully immersed 
jn the water, the vessel not being in proper sailing trim. This is a rate of 
speed equal to that of the Queen's yacht, and fully equal to that of aay 
screw we ever heard of belonging to an unsubsidised company, and con- 
structed for carrying purposes. 

Cuinsse FoNeRAL IN AUSTBALIA.—The mortal remains of Mr.

the deceased into effect. The procession was headed by a buggy, con- 
taining three or four celestialx, whom we presume to have been priests, as 
they took a very active pt at the grave. Next came the hearse, orna- 
mented with plumes and drawn by four horses, and then a long line of 
from 15 to 20 buggies, filled with Chinese, The rear of the procestion 
‘was brought up by a large number of horsemen, and as it wound slowly 
through the streets of the borough was calculated to arrest the attention of 
Europeans from its singularity, as, in place of the black habiliments of woe 
to which we are accustomed, the ‘shole of the followers, with the exce; 
thon of the undertaker, were dressed in white and wore white hat-ban 
At the cemetery a large number of our townspeople assembled, led thither 
by curiosity or other motives, to witness the celebration of the funereal 
viet. The usual celestial ceremonies were duly observed ; a fowl, backed 
by a large piece of pork, and teapot and cups were produced, and, #0 far 
aswe could make out, were supposed to be devoted to the use of the 
deceased on his lonely journey, and a quantity of papers that were to us 
as incomprehensible {n their nature oe Eqypten hieroglyphics were burnt, 
‘as also many tapers, The head board, marked over with a number of 
Chinese characters, which, it seemed, made known the name and virtues 
of the departed, was mneared over with the red colouring matter from the 
outside of the tapers, and then, at a given signal, the white hat-bands were 
taken off by the Chinese and consigned to the care of the undertaker. A 
Dottle of pale brandy was uncorked and moderately partaken of by the 
Chinese, and a bottle of the same spirit was placed at the dieposal of the 
sexton. Silver coins were then iatributed. to a few who were chief 
mourners (some ladies amongst them), and the ceremony was concluded.

It is proposed 
to send French sheep to Suez to be exchanged with masters of ships 
coming from China for Chinese sheep. 

Panoge Muniricence.—Mr. Sorabjee Pestonjee (of the firm of S. Pe 
Framjee and Co., London) has given one lac of rupees to founda Fellow- 
ship in the Bombay University to be called ** Framjee Cowasjee Fellow- 
ship.”

In the new navy estimates, just published, the sum of £55,498 will be 
required to be voted for carrying out the different works now in progress 
for the enlargement and extension of Chatham dockyard during the en- 
suing year, which amount is exclusive of the sum required for the ordinary 
‘Operations connected with the dockyard. The formation of the new 
basins, docks, factories, and other buil lings intended to be constructed at 
Chatham, the whole covering an additional space of 900 acres, will involve 
an outlay of £815,000 beyond the sums alreaily expended ; but the sum of 
£27,000 only is taken in the estimates for the ensuing year. From this 
‘it appears that the work will be spread over a number of year. On the 
‘occasion of the recent visit of the Lords of the Admiralty to Chatham, it 
was decided to erect more powerful and costly machinery for carrying on 
the works connected with the building of the iron and iron-clad ships, 
and accordingly a sum of £16,318 is taken in the estimates for new 
machinery, exclusive of £1,500 for improved machinery in the ropemaking 
department of the establishment, There is also an item of £1,090 for 
ee the foundations for the new machinery, and the sum of £900 
will be required for the new 25 ton crane which the Lords of the Admiralty 
directed to be placed between Nos. 3 and 4 docks. The expense of 
dredging and clearing the harbour of mud is again large, the sum of 
£1,500 being required for that work during the year. ‘There is a decrease 
in the number of established workmen, the number being 1,467, against

The Messageries Imperiales mail steamer Aoeris left on the 
19th instant, with 46 passengers, 910 packages of merchandis2, 
and £171,200 in specie for India and China; and 47 passen- 
gers, 729 packages of merchandise, aud £200,000 in specie for 
Alexandria. 

With regard to American steam navigation and Government 
subsidies, the subjoined paragraph appears in the New York 
Journal of Commerce :— 

“The Chamber of Commerce some time ago appointed a special com- 
mittee to prepare a report and memorial to Congress upon the subject of 
granting subsidies to certain ocean steam lines. They have given the 
subject a careful and laborious consideration, and have prepared a report 
which will probably make about 50 printed vctavo pages, presenting a 
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complete:history of the Government subsidies to steam lines all over the 
world, and showing the effect of the policy in commerce. Accompany- 
ing this formidable statistical document is a brief memorial recommending 
that annual appropriations be made to the proposed American steam lines 
from San Francisco to China, from New York to Rio, and from New 
York to Liverpool.’ The report and the memorial will be submitted to 
the Chamber at the regular monthly meeting-next Thursday. The gene- 
ral question of subsidies for steam lines is now before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Comimerce, who are reported to be strongly in favour of it. 
The Chamber have on former occasions exerted themselves to procure 
subsidies for steam'lines, Last year they made an effort to effect such an. 
arrangement for the San Francisco and China line, and succeeded in get- 
ting a bill through one branch, but could not get it through the other.”” 

The Agraand United Service Bank have declared the usual 
dividend, at the rate of £10 per cent. per annum, for the six 
months ended the 31st of December, with a bonus of £4 per 
share, making altogether 18 per cent. for the past year ; and, 
in consequence of the increased business of the bank, they have 
raised the reserved fund to £225,000. 

The biddings for £300,000 in bills on India took place at 
the Bank of England. The proportions allotted were to Cal- 
cutta, £160,000 ; to Bombay, £120,000; and to Madras, 
£20,000. The minimum price declared was as before, 1s. 114d. 
per rupee on Calcutta and Madras, and 1s. 113d. on Bombay. 
The application within the limits amounted to £1,870,000. 
Tenders on Calcutta, at 1s, 114d, will receive about 80 per 
cent.; on Bombay, at 2s. 04d., about 21 per cent.; on Madras 
at 2s. about 63 per cent., and all above these prices in full, 
On the 3rd inst, when the amount offered was £400,000, 
the lowest rate accepted was 2s, 0td. on Calcutta, Bombay, and} 
Madras. 

The ordivary general meeting of the Oriental and Geuerae 
Marine Insurance Corapany was held on the 25th inst. at the 
London Tavern ; Mr. Mocatta in the chair. A dividend at th, 
rate of 5 per cent, was declared, tho chairman intimating tha 
they were in a position to divide a larger sum, but they deemed 
it prudent not to do so. A much larger dividend might 
be expected for the next year, The report will be found in 
our last page. 

The annual meeting of the Oriental and General Marine 
Insurance Company is to be held on the 25th inst. The report 
to be issued to the shareholders states that after payment of 
all claims for losses, averages, and all other expenses, to the 
31st December last, there remains a balance of £67,274. 16s. 
on insurance and interest accounts. The directors recommend. 
that £3,339. 6s, be applied in payment of interest on capital, 
being at the rate of £5 per cent, leaving £63,935. 11s, to be 
carried forward, 

A prospectus has been issued of the British and Californian 
Banking Company with a capital of £2,000,000 (one-half to be 
first put forth) in shares of £50. ‘Ihe undertaking is intro- 
duced by the London Financial Association, and the board of 
direction is principally composed of established London banks. 
The chief point urged in favour of the project is that California is 
already brought by telegraph within ten days of Europe, and 
that on the completion of the Great Pacific Railway, now under 
construction, the transit for passengers and goods from New 
York to San Francisco will occupy only six days, when the 
latter port is likely to become an important depot for the trade 
to China, Japan, and other parts of the East. . 

The half-yearly meetings of the London joint-stock banks 
are now concluded, and in every instance they exhibit a degree 
of prosperity little looked for even by the most sanguine advo- 
cates of this class of enterprise. Their profits continue to in- 
crease, und the public confidence is clearly shown, not only by 
the high value of their shares in the market, but by the con- 
stantly augmenting amount of the deposits left in their care. 
Ten years ago the six joint-stock banks then existing held only 
£22,000,000, while now their number has doubled (including 
the Consolidated, with which the private firms of Messrs. Hey- 
wood, Kennard, and Co., and Messrs. Hankey and Co. have 
amalgamated), and their deposits reach the enormous amount 
of nearly £71,800,000 ; and this without reckoning the Agra 
and United Service Bank, formerly devoted exclusively to 
Indian banking, but now doing a large and profitable London 
business.
